Pentagon to Stage Bio-Attack 


WASHINGTON I The military will release an 
invisible nontoxic gas into the air around 
the Pentagon in the coming weeks as a part 
of “Pentagon Shield,” an effort to develop 
defenses against a chemical or biological 
attack, officials said Monday. 

The release of the odorless sulfur hexa- 
fluoride, expected over a three- day period 
in early May, will allow sensors to trace its 
flow in and around the building. By study- 
ing how it circulates through the Pentagon’s 


air system, experts will be able to simulate 
how a chemical or biological weapon might 
spread during an attack on the building, the 
Pentagon said in a statement. 

The study will include the launch of a 30- 
foot-long blimp in the Pentagon’s parking lot to 
measure wind speeds around the building. 

The exercise is to aid the development of an 
advanced chemical and biological protection 
system for the Pentagon and its occupants, 
the military statement said, (ap) 


Fallujah 
Deal May 
End Fight 

Local leaders urge militants 
to turn over heavy weapons 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ | Direct talks between the 
United States and leaders of the besieged 
city of Fallujah produced their first concrete 
results: an appeal for insurgents to turn in 
their mortars, surface-to-air missiles, rocket- 
propelled grenades and other heavy weapons, 
U.S. officials announced Monday. 

In return, the U.S. military said it does not 
intend to resume its offensive in the Sunni 
Muslim stronghold so long as militants are 
disarming. 

But with Marines encir- 
cling Fallujah and hold- 
ing their positions inside 
the city, commanders 
warned that if the deal 
falls through, they could 
launch an all-out assault, 
which would likely mean a 
resumption of bloody urban combat. 

Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt told reporters in 
Baghdad the Marines are poised to take the 
city “in a very short order” if necessary. The 
agreement included only vague reference to 
the “need” to investigate the killing and muti- 
lation of four American civilians in Fallujah 
on March 31. U.S. officials have said they want 
Iraqis behind the attack handed over. 

The Fallujah statement was far from a lift- 
ing of the Marine siege, and U.S. officials did 
not lay out terms by which they would do so. 
Instead, the document read more like an out- 
line of steps that must be taken to ward off a 
resumed U.S. assault. Even the U.S. commit- 
ment not to attack was phrased as an “intent,”

Cheney, Powell Split on Iraq 


Longtime colleagues 
became bitter rivals in 
war fight, book says 

WASHINGTON | Vice President 
Cheney and Secretary of State Colin 
Powell became so estranged over the 
Iraq War that they refuse to even 
discuss their differences, accord- 
ing to a new book by Washington 
Post assistant managing editor Bob 
Woodward. 

In “Plan of Attack,” Woodward 
describes Cheney as having been 
a “powerful, steamrolling force” 
in favor of the war who had devel- 
oped what some of his colleagues 
felt was a “fever” about removing 
Saddam Hussein. He engaged in 
a bitter and eventually winning 
struggle over Iraq with Powell, 
an opponent of war who believed 
Cheney was obsessively trying to 
establish a connection between 
Iraq and the al Qaeda terrorist 
network and treated ambiguous 
intelligence as fact.

The vice president, for his part, 
believed Powell was mainly con- 
cerned with his own popularity 
and told friends at a private din- 
ner he hosted a year ago to cele- 
brate the outcome of the war that 
Powell was a problem and “always 
had major reservations about what 
we were trying to do.” 

Before the war, Powell told 
Bush that if he sent U.S. troops 
there, “you’re going to be owning 


this place.” But, when asked by the 
president, Powell agreed to make 
the U.S. case against Hussein at the 
United Nations in February 2003, 
a presentation described by White 
House communications director 
Dan Bartlett as “the Powell buy-in.”

Document suggests 
on-scene aeeompliee 
for Okla. City bomber 

WASHINGTON | A Secret Service doc- 
ument \vritten shortly after the 1995 
Oklahoma City bombing described 
security video footage of the attack 
and vsdtness testimony that suggest- 
ed Timothy McVeigh may have had 
accomplices at the scene. 

The government has insisted 
McVeigh drove the truck himself 
and that it never had any video of the 
bombing or the scene of the Alfred 
P. Murrah building in the minutes 
before the April 19, 1995, explosion. 

Several investigators and pros- 
ecutors who worked the case told 
The Associated Press they had 
never seen video footage like that 
described in the Secret Service log. 

The document, if accurate, is 
either significant evidence kept 
secret for nine years or a miscon- 
strued recounting of investigative 
leads that were often passed by 
word of mouth during the hectic 
early days of the case, they said.

Officials Might Ease 
Post-9/ll Airport Rule 


PITTSBURGH | Pittsburgh Inter- 
national could become the nation’s 
first major airport to get the OK 
to abandon the post- Sept. 11 rule 
that says only ticketed passengers 
are allowed past security check- 
points. 

Federal security officials are con- 
sidering allowing people once more 
to say their hellos and goodbyes to 
friends and loved ones at the gate. 

Airport officials and western 
Pennsylvania’s congressional del- 
egation have pushed for two years 
for the change for reasons of money 
and passenger convenience. 

What happens here could 
become a model for other airports. 


Pittsburgh is a strong candidate 
for the experiment for two rea- 
sons: It has a centralized security 
checkpoint in one terminal. And it 
has a full-scale shopping mall that 
has suffered a drop-off in business 
because it is reachable only by tick- 
eted passengers. 

If the change is approved, peo- 
ple without tickets will have to go 
through security just like passen- 
gers.

White House to 
Revise Proposed 
Overtime Changes 

WASHINGTON I Retreating under 
pressure, the Bush administration 
is revising overtime regulations to 
preserve eligibility for white-collar 
workers making up to $100,000 a 
year as well as police, firefight- 
ers and other first responders. 
Republican officials said Monday. 

The officials, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said revisions in 
the proposed regulations also would 
guarantee overtime for lower-wage 
workers making less than $23,660 
a year, higher than the $22,100 ini- 
tially proposed.

Polish official says he’s 
unclear how to plug 
security hole in Iraq 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I Iraq’s multination- 
al peacekeeping force scrambled to 
regroup Monday after Spain’s 
announcement that it would pull 
out its 1,300 troops. 

President Bush scolded Prime 
Minister Jose Luis Rodriguez 
Zapatero for the abrupt vsdthdrawal, 
telling him in a telephone conversa- 
tion to avoid actions that give “false 
comfort to terrorists or enemies of 
freedom in Iraq.” Defense Minister 
Jose Bono said later Monday in 
Madrid that Spanish troops will 
leave Iraq in less than six weeks. 

Spanish troops are mostly sta- 
tioned in Najaf and Diwaniya in 
south- central Iraq, where follow- 
ers of radical Shiite cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr are waging a bloody rebel- 
lion. Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt, the 
top U.S. military spokesman in Iraq, 
sought to allay fears about the impli- 
cations of the Spanish pullout, say- 
ing there would be no “security vac- 
uum in that area at any time.” 

He said officials had been dis- 
cussing how to replace the troops 


ever since Zapatero won parliamen- 
tary elections in mid-March, days 
after the Madrid terror attacks, on 
a pledge to bring troops home. 

But in Poland, the country lead- 
ing the multinational force. Defense 
Minister Jerzy Szmajdzinski said he 
didn’t knowhowhe would replace the 
void left by Spain’s withdrawal. 

Meanwhile, the standoff with al- 


Sadr outside Najaf was put on hold 
Monday. U.S. Col. Dana J.H. Pittard 
said there were no current plans to 
make a move against al-Sadr in the 
holy city — a move moderate Shiite 
clerics have warned would spark an 
explosion of outrage. 

Some 2,500 US. troops were near 
Najaf, Pittard said, but that num- 
ber was to drop by about 500. (ap)

Negroponte to Be 
U.S. Envoy to Iraq 

WASHINGTON | President George 
W. Bush on Monday named John 
Negroponte, the top US. diplomat 
at the United Nations, as the first 
American ambassador to post- 
war Iraq. 

Negroponte, 64, was instrumen- 
tal in winning unanimous approval 
of a U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion that demanded that Iraqi leader 
Saddam Hussein comply with UN. 
mandates to disarm. 

If confirmed by the Senate, he 


would head an embassy in Baghdad 
that will be temporarily housed in 
a palace that belonged to Saddam. 
When up and running, the embassy 
will be the world’s largest. 

Negroponte 
would become 
ambassador after 
the United States 
hands over political 
power to an interim 
Neg ro po nte Iraqi government by 
June 30. The current 
top U.S. official in Iraq, L. Paul 
Bremer, is expected to leave the 
country once the political transi- 
tion is completed, peteyost(ap) 



Russia Clears Way for Oil-for-Food Probe 


UNITED NATIONS I Russia dropped 
its opposition Monday to a UN. res- 
olution endorsing an investigation 
of the U.N. oil-for-food program, 
clearing the way for former Federal 
Reserve chairman Paul Volcker to 
take charge of the inquiry. 


“There will be a resolution,” 
Russia’s deputy U.N. Ambassador 
Gennady Gatilov said. He said UN. 
experts were working on a text. 

U.S. lawmakers have said the 
U.N.-run program allowed bil- 
lions of dollars in illegal oil revenue 


to flow to Saddam Hussein. With 
the exception of Russia, Security 
Council members had been pre- 
pared to endorse an inquiry. 

U.N. Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan launched an internal inquiry 
in February but canceled it a month 
later to allow a broader, indepen- 
dent examination, (ap)

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I Inahis- 
toric verdict that will resonate in the 
trial of former Yugoslav President 
Slobodan Milosevic, a U.N. appeals 
court affirmed Monday that 
Bosnian Serbs committed geno- 
cide at the U.N. -protected zone of 
Srebrenica in 1995. 

However, the war crimes tribu- 
nal convicted Gen. Radislav Krstic 
of the lesser crime of “aiding and

A palace statement said the 
meeting would not be held “until

Mayor Touts School Plan 


Most on D.C. Council 
oppose putting him 
in charge of schools 

WASHINGTON I Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams made a last-ditch pitch 
Monday to win over more D.C. 
Council members before they vote 
on his bid to take over D.C.’s trou- 
bled school system. 

“We got five votes for this right 
now ” Williams told supporters at 
a rally outside the John A. Wilson 


Building. Two more are needed to 
approve the plan, which Williams 
spent the weekend talking up at 
public events.

Under the plan, the school board 
would consist of eight elected mem- 
bers, but they would make decisions 
on school budgets and running the 
system. They would meet with the 
community and advise the mayor 
on curriculum, personnel, budgets 
and other areas.

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I A winter dredge 
survey, viewed as the year’s best 
indicator of how many crabs are 
hunkered down in the Chesapeake 
Bay, shows watermen can expect a 
moderate 2004 harvest about equal 
to last year.

Scientists were encouraged to see 
the bay’s population of female crabs 
remain stable.

Dies Unexpectedly 


Chain quickly names 
successor for leader 
of recent turnaround 

CHICAGO I McDonald’s Corp. chair- 
man and CEO Jim Cantalupo, who 
orchestrated a turnaround of the 
fast-food giant after overseeing 
the proliferation of its restaurants 
worldwide in the 1980s and ’90s, 
died unexpectedly of a heart attack 
Monday at age 60. 

The company moved quickly to 
name Cantalupo’s successors. Charlie 
Bell, McDonald’s 43 -year- old presi- 
dent and chief operating officer, was 
elected CEO by the board of direc- 
tors and will keep the president’s 
title; Andrew J. McKenna, 74, the 
board’s presiding director, was 
named chairman. 

Cantalupo was stricken in Or- 
lando, Fla., where McDonald’s was 
holding its franchisees’ convention. 
The company said he died at a hos-

Court Throws Clarett Out of Draft 


Ruling upholds NFL eligibility rules regarding eollege underelassmen 


FOOTBALL I Maurice Clarett ’s bid 
to jump to the NFL was blocked 
Monday by a federal appeals court 
that left open the possibility he could 
enter a supplemental draft. 

The 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals put on hold a lower- court 
decision to allow the former Ohio 
State star and other athletes, such as 
Southern California’s Mike Williams, 
to enter this weekend’s draft. 

Players are barred from the 
NFL until three years after high 


school graduation under current 
league rules. 

The appeals court said it stayed 
the earlier ruling to safeguard the 
NFL from harm and to ensure a 
more thorough review. Its final 
opinion will probably be issued 
after the draft, perhaps weeks 
from now. 

Any potential harm to Clarett 
would be lessened by the NFL’s 
agreement to hold a supplemental 
draft if the appeals court later ruled 


in his favor, the court added. 

The ruling came on the same 
day Williams filed 
his own lawsuit 
in federal court in 
Manhattan, say- 
ing the NFL had 
issued conflicting 
statements about 
eligibility for the 
draft, thus causing him to sacri- 
fice his college career. 

League lawyer Jeff Pash said sim- 


ply that the league was “pleased.” 
Clarett’s lawyer, Alan Milstein, 
did not immediately return a tele- 
phone message after the appeals 
court ruling. 

Seven others also declared for 
the draft after the initial ruling, 
but none is a prospect. 

If a subsequent ruling makes 
Clarett eligible, the league could 
hold a supplemental draft, some- 
thing it has done for players who 
entered the draft late since 1977, 
NFL lawyer Gregg A. Levy said.

The Pill 
For Men 


HEALTH I More than 40 years after 
The Pill hit the market for women, 
scientists are still trying to come up 
with a version for men. 

“Why?” some women might ask. 
Men don’t get pregnant. 

But men do account for nearly a 
third of all contraceptive use in the 
United States and worldwide. And 
right now, they’re basically limited 
to condoms and vasectomies. 

So experts see a market for a 
male Pill, even if it’s not actually a 
pill, and some large studies to devel- 
op one are in progress. In China, 
for example, hundreds of men are 
getting injections once a month. 
In Europe, more than 300 men 
are signing up to get 2 -inch rods 
implanted in their arms and take 
injections every three months. 

The research quest is hardly new 
— about 3,000 men have participat- 
ed in such studies over the past two 
decades — but it could get its own 
shot in the arm later this year. The 
federal government plans to gather 
researchers, representatives of drug 
companies and federal regulators 
to figure out where the research 
should be going. 

New contraceptives for men 
would be welcome, experts say. 

“The more options that are avail- 
able, the more likely a couple will 
find an option that fits very neatly 
into their particular lifestyle,” said 
Dr. Vanessa Cullins, vice president 
for medical affairs of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America. 

The focus for developing contra- 
ceptives has been on women for some 
time, she noted, but “men are part- 
ners in heterosexual sexual activity.... 
So it’s only right that there be more 
options that men can consider.” 

Consider the challenge a con- 
traceptive drug faces. If you block 
one egg a month in a woman, you’ve 
done your job. But a man produc- 
es about 100 million sperm a day. 
“Probably, as little as 5 percent of

those sperm are enough to main- 
tain fertility,” said Bernard Robaire 
of McGill University. If so, a drug 
that blocks even 95 percent of sperm 
production wouldn’t help. 

In addition, men wouldn’t be 
willing to accept much in the way 
of side effects. So you want an 
extremely high degree of effec- 
tiveness with very little if any side 
effects, Robaire said. “You couldn’t 
ask more of a drug,” he said. “It’s 
really the ultimate challenge.” 

Besides condoms and vasectomy, 
men recently gained another con- 
traceptive option: the “Vasclip,” a 
device about the size of a grain of 
rice that a physician can install in 
the testes to block the flow of sperm. 
It’s considered permanent. 

Researchers generally envision a 
male version of the Pill being used 
by men in committed relationships. 
Other couples should be using a con- 
dom anyway to prevent sexually 
transmitted diseases, the experts

Call of the Wild 


Cell phone users take chatting to the country 


OUTDOORSI When Sean Morrissey 
scaled California’s 14,491-foot Mount 
Whitney for the first time a few years 
ago, he couldn’t wait to take in the 
view. A woman who made the climb 
at the same time couldn’t wait to dial 
her cell phone. 

“This one woman was making 
call after call,” Morrissey said. “It 
seemed very out of place. It seemed 
out of place to go through all that 
effort to make an outbound call.” 

Cell phones have long been vir- 
tually unavoidable on city streets 
and in shopping malls. But now they 
are showing up in some of the very 
places people go to get away from 
it all: national parks. 

For park managers, this is a chal- 
lenge. Officials with the National 


Park Service say they want to meet 
the needs of visitors and provide for 
their safety. But they also must pro- 
tect the park and the visitor experi- 
ence. And there is no set policy on 
how to strike this balance. 

To some degree, the Park Service 
is complicit in the problem: At least 
15 National Park Service sites have 
allowed telecommunications com- 
panies to put up cell towers within 
their boundaries. Yellowstone has 
five. (Also, many towers are situated 
just outside national parks, enabling 
park visitors to place calls even from 
some backcountry areas.) 

Some conservationists complain 
that cell phone technology is ruining 
nature — not only by scarring the 
landscape with cell towers (one tower 


in particular, near Yellowstone’s Old 
Faithful, has been criticized as an 
eyesore), but also by contributing to 
the death of solitude. 

“It’s possible you 
could come to a trail in 
Yellowstone and see some- 
one yakking on the phone 
to their stockbroker,” said 
Dennis McKinney, development 
director at Public Employees for 
Environmental Responsibility. 

Jeffrey Hunter was jolted from his 
sleep at 6 a.m. by a fellow hiker who 
used his phone while at a shelter in 
Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park to remind his wife to bring 
sodas when she met him later. 

“He woke everybody up in the 
entire shelter,” said Hunter, who 
was hiking the Appalachian Trail. 
“I was incredulous that someone

would wake people up for a couple 
Diet Cokes.” 

Lane Baker, Yellowstone’s deputy 
chief ranger, said cell phones in the 
park have a definite positive side, 
making a difference in the way offi- 
cials receive and respond to emer- 
gency calls. 

“I wouldn’t want to do my job 
without one,” Baker said. 

Last July, a desperate cell 
phone call from 13,000 feet on 
the Grand Teton in Wyoming 
alerted rescuers that lightning 
had struck a party of 13 climb- 
ers near the summit. 

Rangers flew in by helicop- 
ter and were able to pluck the 
worst injured from the moun- 
tain before dark. 

Ultimately, Baker said, many 
people expect to be able to use cell 
phones anywhere, and Park Service 
officials cannot dictate how tour- 
ists use them. 

“You can’t control what they do 
at Old Faithful like you can’t con- 
trol what they do in downtown New 
York,” she said, becky bohrer (ap)

S U RG E RY I After the tummy tuck, the 
nose job and the jowl trim, some- 
thing still might be giving away 
your age. For patients who think 
their trembly, raspy or wispy words 
don’t match their new face and fig- 
ure, there’s a procedure that claims 
to make them sound younger too: 
the voice lift. 

“There are people who pay 
$15,000 for a face lift and as soon 
as they open their mouth, they 
sound like they’re 75,” said Dr. 
Robert Thayer Sataloff, chairman 
of the otolaryngology depart- 
ment at Graduate Hospital in 
Philadelphia. 

There are two general surgical 
remedies: Implants can be inserted 
through an incision in the neck to 
bring the vocal cords closer togeth- 
er, or substances like fat or colla- 


gen can be injected to plump up 
the cords and restore their youth- 
ful limberness. 

Such procedures used to be 
largely performed on people with 
voice-robbing diseases or inju- 
ries, but Sataloff noticed that his 
patients’ voices usually sounded 
better afterward, too. 

There can be drawbacks with 


vocal surgery when patients are 
under general anesthesia, said 
Dr. V. Leroy Young, chairman of 
the American Society of Plastic 
Surgeons’ emerging trends task 
force. Patients can’t have their 
voices fine-tuned as the operation 
is under way, so there’s no certainty 
about what they’ll sound like in the

Your Discs at Risk 


Videophiles will soon have two more DVD formats to deal with 


DVD I Just as consumers are begin- 
ning to get comfortable with their 
DVD players, electronics manufac- 
turers are set to introduce next-gen- 
eration discs that store more — and 
would be harder to copy. 

A dozen companies, headed by 
Sony Corp., are pushing a disc called 
the Blu-ray. 

The other main contender, 
the High Definition DVD, is pro- 
moted only by Toshiba Corp. and 
NEC Corp. But it has an impor- 
tant endorsement from an indus- 
try group and is also expected to 
get Microsoft Corp.’s support as the 
software giant seeks a toehold for 
its multimedia format in the con- 
sumer electronics arena. 

For consumers, the benefit of a 
new format would be better image 
quality. Sales of high-definition TV 
sets have finally taken off, but cur- 
rent DVDs don’t have the resolution 
to get the most out of HDTV sets. 

The new discs would be read by 



Next Generation DVDs 

\ new generation of DVD is on the horizon to meet 
femand for discs that can hold full-length movies 
in high definition. 


DVDs and CDs store data in a long string 
of microscopic bumps spiraling from inside 
out which are read by a very fine laser. 


DVDs hold more data than CDs by stacking 
data layers and using a smaller laser. 


A blue laser’s smaller wavelength can read 
finer detail allowing the spirals to be wound 
tighter on the disc for increased capacity.

players with newly developed blue 
lasers, which can pick out finer 
detail than the red lasers used to 
play DVDs. This lets the new discs 
store three to five times as much as 
a DVD, enough for high- definition 
movies with surround sound. 

The Blu-ray disc has the most 
storage capacity, up to 50 gigabytes. 
However, it achieves that capacity 
by using a structure quite different 
from DVDs. This means that the 
companies that make prerecord- 
ed DVDs would have to invest in 
new equipment, which is sure to 
give Hollywood pause as it ponders 
which format to back. 

The Blu-ray has the widest sup- 
port among electronics manufactur- 
ers, counting not only most of the 
big Japanese names but also Dell 
Inc. and Hewlett-Packard Co. 

Toshiba’s HD -DVD stores up to 
30 gigabytes, but uses more effi- 
cient compression software than 
the MPEG-2 standard already used 
in DVDs and planned for the Blu- 
ray. One of the several compression 
schemes that may go into the final 
HD -DVD standard is none other 
than Microsoft’s Windows Media 
9 software, peter svensson (ap)

A couple of 
sit-ups here, a surgeon woo -booing 
his saline sac insertion there — no 
nervous breakdowns, no simmer- 
ing rivalries, no wagering possibili- 
ties, no fun. 

What we’re not seeing is the 
caterpillar-to -butterfly transfor- 
mation in a cutthroat dormitory 
environment; catty arguments 
between women entirely swathed 
in surgical gauze, swans shuffling 
downstairs for dinner looking like 
refugees from the trauma ward, 
that sort of thing. 

The idea of combining major 
plastic surgery with a beauty pag- 
eant seemed gruesomely prom- 
ising. Sure, MTV brought us 
“Sorority House.” But did it bring 
us “Sorority House” meets “I Want a 
Famous Face” meets “Mean Girls”? 
It did not. And now, nobody has.

Fox’s The Swan’ 
should be fascinating, 
but it’s only gruesome 

TELEVISION REVIEW I Fox’s “The 
Swan” is turning out to be a tur- 
key, which frankly comes as a 
shock. Leaving aside taste, scru- 
ples, morals, ethics, responsibil- 
ity, questions of exploitation and 
decent gown choices — which “The 


Swan” cheerfully does — it should 
have been Fox’s finest hour. 

What could possibly go wrong 
with a show in which a gaggle 
of gelatinously insecure women 
bent on total self-annihilation 
get paired with a coven of scalpel- 
wielding experts on post-human 
perfection?

Jewel’s Gem of a Concert DVD 


DVD I Jewel fans who’ve been rele- 
gated to bad concert seats should 
grab a copy of the artist’s debut 
performance DVD “Jewel: Live 
at Humphrey’s by The Bay” (Eagle 
Rock Entertainment). This is 
84 minutes of Jewel from all her 
pleasant angles, and it’s backed with 
high-quality audio that puts you in 
the front row. 

Filmed at a concert in San 
Diego in 2001, Jewel starts off a 
little breathy with a short rendition 
of “Per la Gloria d’Adoravi,” but gets 
comfortable after whipping off her 


red leather jacket and settling into 
some solid material. 

On “Kiss the Flame,” Jewel 
botches the intro vocals, then 
playfully recruits a member of the 
audience who’s sure she knows all 
the words. The lucky fan from the 
crowd appears to be overcome with 
joy as she takes the stage to stand 
behind Jewel and whisper the first 
few verses in her ear. 

Jewel’s acoustic take on the bulk 
of the songs comes through crys- 
tal clear — the disc’s audio setup 
screen allows for DTS Digital 5.1

The best camera work comes 
from a low front-row angle, show- 
ing Jewel’s guitar picks lined up 
neatly on her mic stand, her hair 
tossed over one eye as she croons 
“You Were Meant For Me.” 

The highlight, however, is Jewel 
performing “Who Will save Your 
Soul.” She sexily saddles up to the 
mic as the familiar bass line begins. 
This version is filled with jazzy scat- 
like vocal meandering.

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Commas, Periods Near Extinction 

‘Eats, Shoots & Leaves’ sounds the alarm for proper punctuation 


BOOKS I Lynne Truss fears the 
English language could be in its 
death throes. 

Proper, written English, that 
is, the kind with correctly placed 
apostrophes, elegantly positioned 
semicolons, commas in all the right 
places. It’s being shoved aside, she 
thinks, by an onslaught of uncapi- 
talized, unpunctuated, ill-thought- 
out Internet verbiage. 

Truss, a longtime writer and 
editor hopes her new book, “Eats, 
Shoots & Leaves,” will serve as a 
eulogy to a little -heralded but cru- 
cial piece of the language: punc- 


tuation. 

“Eats, Shoots & Leaves,” whose 
title comes from a corny punctua- 
tion joke about a panda in a bar, is 
an affectionate tribute to the system 
of jots, dots and dashes that make 
written language intelligible. 

“Sticklers unite,” Truss urges in 
the book’s introduction. “You have 
nothing to lose but your sense of 
proportion, and arguably you didn’t 
have a lot of that to begin with.” 

Truss, 48, said she was well into 
writing last year before she felt sure 
the topic was substantial enough 
for a book.

“It’s just a wonderful moment 
to appreciate it before it goes, like 
going to see Venice before it sinks,” 
she said. She sees evidence for punc- 
tuation’s demise everywhere. Her 
book is filled with examples — some 
funny, some just plain atrocious — 
of punctuation abused, ignored and 
misplaced. 

“I saw a sign for ‘Book’s’ with 
an apostrophe in it and something 
deep inside me snapped,” she writes. 
“Despair was the initial impetus for 
this book.” 

Some examples amuse rather 
than exasperate. 

Truss takes a road sign that 
warns “Children Drive Slowly” as 


a declarative sentence describing 
young drivers’ lack of speed, and 
notes that the sign “No Dogs Please” 
is flat-out wrong. 

“Many dogs do please, as a mat- 
ter of fact; they rather make a point 
of it,” she writes. 

Truss’s book has clearly hit a 
nerve among readers fretful over 
what she sees as a wider decline in 
literacy. The book that sold more 
than half a million copies in Britain 
was released in the United States 
last week, where it has already sold a 
massive 580,000 copies. Language- 
loving critics have raved about it. 

Still, she says, there’s little chance 
it will make a difference. 

“The forces toward barbar- 
ic illiteracy, I dare say, are much 
too strong ... for a few people,” she 
sighed. “I don’t think we’re going to 
stop the rot.” beth gardiner (ap)

‘Plan of Attack’

HOWARD KURTZ was online Monday 
to discuss Post Assistant Managing 
Editor Bob Woodward’s book, “Plan of 
Attack,” an examination of President 
Bush, his war counciland the preemp- 
tive attack on Iraq. 


Woodward’s reliance upon 
unnamed sources appears to fall 
short of the Post guidelines. Is this 
an example where the story (and 
the big money the Post will make 
on the book) trump the rules? 

First of all, the Post makes 
zero on the book. The money goes 
to Woodward and his publisher. 
Second, lots of Post news stories 
rely on unnamed sources. The 
difference is that a news story has 
to spell out “according to a senior 
White House official who refused 
to be named because — while a 
book just weaves the material into 
the narrative. Third, he does have 
two rather important on-the-record 
sources: Bush and Rummy. 

When Paul O’Neill and Dick Clarke 
released books critical of the White 
House, it responded by trashing 
them. Do you think Woodward is 
going to get the same treatment? I 
saw Condi Rice is already rebutting 
what he has written. 

Rice has certainly taken excep- 
tion to some of what Woodward has 
written, but I haven’t seen — at least 
so far — other administration offi- 
cials disputing the book’s contents. 
Unlike in the case of O’Neill or 
Clarke, that’s a bit harder to do 
when the author has had two long 
on-the-record interviews with the 
president and gotten him to confirm 
many of the book’s findings. 

The interesting question is 
whether Colin Powell will take 
issue with the portrayal of him as 
being at odds with both Bush and 
Cheney over the war.
